ALL INDUSTRIES 


12,000 Men Are Already Idle 


In Northwest. 


St. Paul, Minn., Dee. 2.—Every lint* 
of Industry in the Twin Cities Duluth 
and Superior, aud all cities of th e. 
northw est dependent on the m ovem ent' 
of supplies, is seriously affected by the 
strike of the railroad switchmen, when 
2267 men quit work. 
It is estim ated that upwards of 12.- 
OOO men are idle on account of the

handlers and team sters are losing time 
by reason of the freight blockade in 
the term inal towns, while a continu­ 
ance of the strike for several days will 
throw additional thousands out of em ­ 
ployment.

The largest sources of Internal reve­ 
nue receipts, as usual, were distilled 
spirits, ferm ented liquors and tobacco. 
Illnois was the largest producer of
